Even in the “part of the world 
generally known cs the ‘free 
world,’” he added, “first the real 
war and then ‘cold war’ forcibly 
drove social relations towards an 
inevitable curtailment of liberty 
itself, while in another part of the 
world this tendency has reached 
the ultimate consequences of its 
development.” 

‘Glaring Inequalities.’ 

The Pope said mankind’s social 
fabric must be based on mutual 
solidarity among men and people 
—a solidarity which would reduce 
spending for luxuries and move 
the capitalist to use his money 
for the common good. 

[his demands among nations 
the abolition of “glaring inequal- 
ities in living standards, and also 
in financial investments and in 
the degree of productivity of hu- 
man labor.’

Foreign Objections. 


Despite foreign governmental 
objections to the new act, both 
the French Line and the British 
Cunard Line have consented to 
have American inspectors conduct 
high seas crew examinations 
aboard their largest ships. 

The new law went into effect 
last midnight. The Liberte was 
the first big liner to reach port 
since that time. 

Crew members were inspected 
on the high seas in relation to 
the new law by immigration of- 
ficer Leonard J. Martin, who left

SUVIET REPORTER 
SEIZED AS SPY IN 
THE NETHERLANDS 


Had ‘Classified Docu- 
ments’—Dutch Govern- 
ment Employes May 
Be Involved. 


THE HAGUE, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
A Russian correspondent for the 
Soviet news agency Tass has been 
arrested here as a suspected spy 
and a Foreign Office spokesman 


said today some minor Dutch 
government employes may be im- 
plicated. ; 

Lev Constantinovitch Pissarev, 
37, was pickéd up last night by 
police, who said he was carrying 
Dutch “classified documents.” 
They quoted him as saying he 
needed the documents in his work 
as a journalist. Their nature was 
not disclosed. 

The government spokesman 
said Pissarev came under suspi- 
cion several months ago when he 
began lavishly wining and dining 
lower grade Dutch civil servants, 
showing special interest in Dutch 
internal security measures and 
asking many questions. 

He is being held pending an 
investigation, a communique said. 

Unlike his predecessors here, 
Pissarev did not have diplomatic 
immunity. The Foreign Office said 
the Soviet embassy had not ap- 
plied for the immunity as they 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24 (AP) — 
President-elect Eisenhower today 
chose True D. Morse of St. Louis, 
a Republican who was a Democrat 
until about 20 years ago, for the 
job of under secretary of agricul- 
ture in the new Administration. 

Morse, 56-year-old board chair- 
man of Doane Agricultural Serve 
ice, a farm management service, 
and editor of the Doane Agricul- 
tural Digest, will serve as top aid 
to Ezra Taft Benson of Salt Lake 
City, Utah, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture-designate. 

The nomination of Morse and 
others Eisenhower has named to 
key posts will go to the Senate 
for confirmation after the gener- 
al takes office Jan. 20. 
$17,500-a-Year Post. 

Eisenhower's press secretary, 
James C, Hagerty, said Benson 
recommended Morse—who was 
born on a Missouri farm—for the 
job as under secretary. It pays 
$17,500 a year. 

Morse will succeed Clarence J. 
McCormick, who holds the post in 
the Truman administration. 

In reply to a reporter’s ques- 
tion, Hagerty said Morse was a 
Democrat—that he was listed as 
one in Who’s Who in America.

‘PARIS, Dec. 24 (UP)—Socialist 
Leader Guy Mollet tonight re- 
fused President Vincent Auriol’s 
invitation to try to form a new 
French Government. 

Mollet turned down the bid 
only a few hours after Auriol had 
asked him to form a government 
to succeed that of Antoine Pinay. 

It was the second time Mollet 
has been asked to form a govern- 
ment, The National Assembly re- 
jected the former college profes- 
sor and resistance fighter for the 
prefiership in 1951. 

Mollet, 47 years old, heads one 
of the two most powerful parties 
in the Assembly. However, the 
Socialists have lost strength re- 
cently. 

Auriol Sees Ex-Premiers. 

Earlier today, President Auriol 
held emergency talks with former 
Premiers Rene Pleven and Edgar 
Faure as France continued with- 
out a government in a deepening 
political crisis. 

Auriol also scheduled talks with 
at least four more ex-premiers in 
new efforts to find a successor 
for Pinay, who resigned yester- 
day. 

Pleven said after a 45-minute 
conference with Auriol they dis- 
cussed “a variety of subjects.” He 
said he told the President that if 
the Constitution is not amended 
to guarantee premiers at least 18 
months in office, crises like the 
present one will be “unceasing.” 

Faure, a Radical Socialist, said 
after his talk with Auriol that 
he thought all parties except the 
Communists should be brought 
into a new natignal coalition. 

Auriol’s appointment list in- 
cluded talks with Rene Mayer, 
Jules Moch and Andre Diethelm. 

Faure and Mayer are former 
premiers. Moch is a leading So- 
cialist. Diethelm is a supporter 
of Gen. Charles de Gaulle, war- 
time resistance leader who last 
night appealed for a government 
that could “put new life” into 
France. 

Auriol also was to talk with 
three other ex-premiers — Paul 
Reynaud, Edouard Daladier and 
Felix Gouin, then receive delega- 
tions from Socialist and Commu- 
nist parliamentary groups. 

France has grown accustomed 
to recurring political crises in 
recent years, but Auriol’s efforts 
to form an eighteenth postwar 
government took on unusual 
urgency because of major eco- 
nomic and foreign problems 
plaguing France this month— 
notably in Indochina and North 
Africa. 

Statement by De Gaulle. 

De Gaulle, who since 1946 has 
been awaiting the moment for his 
return to leadership in France, is- 
sued a 400-word communique last 
night calling for house-cleaning 
in the French government.

‘Belgrade Charges Ves- 


sels Were Operating in 
Yugoslavia’s Territori- 
al Waters. 


BELGRADE, Dec. 24 (AP)— 

The Yugoslav coast guard has 
seized 26 Italian fishing vessels 
on charges of operating illegally 
in Yugoslav territorial waters, the 
government organ Borba re- 
ported. The boats and their crews, 
totaling 215 men, were brought 
into the Adriatic port of Pula 
Monday night. 

(Italian reports in Venice said 
the boats radioed that they were 
taken while in_ international 
waters outside the Yugoslav ter- 
ritorial zone. These reports said 


that 24 boats were seized). 

Borba reported the roundup 
was the largest number of Italian 
fishing boats seized by Yugoslavia 
since the end of World War II. 
An _ Italian-Yugoslavy agreement 
which permitted Italians to fish 
the eastern Adriatic expired last 
May 1. 

The seizure was only one of 
several new incidents which 
tended to worsen the already 
strained relations between the 
two nations. 

Yugoslavia told Italy formally 
‘last night that it would not accept 
an Italian suggestion that the In- 
ternational Court settle the fu- 
ture of disputed Trieste. That 
strategic. Adriatic seaport was de- 
clared a free territory under the 
Italian peace treaty in 1948 and 
since has been the subject of bit- 
ter dispute between Yugoslavia 
and Italy. Both claim it. 

The Italian news agency Ansa 
quoted responsible Italian Gov- 
ernment sources as commenting 
that “Yugoslavia never misses an 
occasion to deteriorate her rela- 
tions with Italy.” 

In its note to the Italian lega- 
tion Yugoslavia charged that Italy 
aimed for additional territorial 
gains along the Adriatic coast. 

The note called for a change 
in Italian policy toward Yugo- 
slavia in general and on the 
Trieste question in particular. It 
was in answer to one sent Yugo- 
slavia Oct. 24, in which Italy 
called for submission to the 
Hague court of the “controversy 
arising from Yugoslav measures 
in Zone B that the Italian Gov- 
ernment considers contrary to the 
peace treaty with Italy.” 

Previously the Rome Govern- 
ment had charged that Italians 
were being persecuted in the 
Yugoslav zone of the Free Terri- 
tory of Trieste. 


He said today he hopes to get 
the records as soon as possible on 
inmates of the penal institutions 
who have already served long 
terms and are “too old” to return 
to a life of crime.

And, if the Governor feels it 
proper, he could also restore their 
full citizenship so they could get 
old-age assistance. 

Smith is retiring Jan. 20 when 
his term ends.

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1953 CROP GOALS: 
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Brannan Urges Shift 
From Export Crops — 
Total Yield Would 


Equal 1952 Record. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
has set 1953 farm production 
goals—designed to increase the 
supply of meat and other live- 
stock product foods. 

He suggested further shifts in 
production from “cash” crops 
which need export markets to 
production of corn, grain sor- 
ghum, oats, hay and grass to sup- 
port an expanding livestock, 
dairy and poultry industry. 

In goals announced last night, 
Brannan said foreign buyers are 

, expected to take less cotton, 


wheat, and possibly tobacco and 
rice in the years to come. Conse- 
quently, continued high level pro- 
duction of these products, he said, 
would bring on new farm sur- 
pluses, depressed prices, and pro- 
duction controls later. 

It would be better, he said, to 
produce more livestock feed. Ex- 
tra production above the coming 
year’s livestock feed needs is de- 
sired so that reserves might be 
‘built to protect the nation against 
possible crop failures and interna- 
tional emergencies. 

Goal Equal to 1952 Yield. 

Brannan said that if the goals 
he set are attained, total agri- 
cultural production next year 
would equal if not exceed this 
year’s record, 

He said it would be foolhardy 
to cut back production in the cur- 
rent period of international un- 
certainty. In addition, he said, 
the domestic demand for farm 
products is expected to remain 
high; and the population is in- 
ereasing and this in itself in- 
creases needs. 

The goals are merely advisory. 
Except in the cases of peanuts 
and some types of tobacco, farm- 
ers will be free to plant whatever 
acreages they desire. Peanuts 
and some tobacco will be grown 
under rigid Government control 
programs. 

Brannan stressed production of 
high-quality forage, pasture and 
hay crops for livestock feed. A 
severe drouth in the South and 
Southwest has greatly reduced 
supplies of these feeds. . 

He also called for smaller crops 
of such oil-seeds as soybeans and 
flaxseed, explaining that reserves 
of these are larger. 

More Beef, Less Pork. 

Brannan set no_ production 
goals for individual types of live- 
stock and livestock products. * He 
said, however, the present pro- 
duction pattern indicates more 
beef and less pork next year, 
about the same amount of milk 
and more eggs. 

He said that as cattle numbers 
continued to increase, there will 
be need for less pork, and that 
this situation may exist for sev- 
eral years. 

The 1953 production goals -for 
important crops, compared with 
this year’s prodiction included: 

Corn — 3,350,000,000 bushels 
next year and 3,307,000,000 this 
year. 

Oats—1,335,000,000 and 1,268,- 
000,000. 

Grain sorghums — 190,000,000 
and 83,316,000. 

Cotton—13,000,000 bales 
14,895,000. 

Soybeans for beans—277,000,- 
000 bushels and 291,682,000. 

Flaxseed—27,000,000 and 31,- 
002,000. 

Dry edible beans—17,000,000 
bags and 15,594,000. 

Rice—48,760,000 bags and 48,- 
836,000. 

Tame hay—95,000,000 tons and

Injuries From 


Four Rooms of Building Are Left Exposed 
— Infant on First- 


Floor Suffers Head 
Falling Debris. 


A 5-month-old baby was in- 
jured slightly and four families 
were made homeless when the 
rear wall of a two-story brick 


building at 412 South Garrison 
avenue collapsed suddenly yes- 
terday afternoon. Residents of 
the building are Negroes. 

The injured child is Cal 
Jones, son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Jones. He suffered head injuries 
when struck by falling debris. He 
was in a first-floor bedroom when 
the wall crumbled, leaving four 
rooms of the building exposed. 
The building was ordered va- 
cated immediately by Deputy 
Commissioner Charles Pregaldin. 
He attributed the wall’s collapse 
to “old age.” Recent rains, fol- 


lowing the protracted dry spell, 
probably seeped into crevices in 
the wall, weakening it, he added. 

Other occupants of the building 
were: Mr. and Mrs. George Jones, 
parents of John Jones; Mr. and 


Mrs. Alex Jones, son and daugh- 
ter-in-law of the George Joneses, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Maceo R. Scott. 
All the families found temporary 
quarters last night with relatives. 

Mrs. George Jones told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter she was in the 
kitchen of her flat preparing 
Christmas foods when she heard 
a loud cracking noise. She 
grabbed one of her grandchildren, 
who was with her, and fled. A 
moment later the wall collapsed. 
She said two or three bricks fell 
from the wall last Monday.

Californian Near Death From 
His Wound—Pair Estranged 
| Several Months. 


SAN JOSE, Calif., Dec. 24 (AP) 
—The sheriff's office said a young 
high school teacher stabbed his 
estranged wife, battered their 
three children to death and cut 
his own throat late yesterday. 

The children’s bodies were 
found amidst broken Christmas 
decorations and toys. 

The teacher, Archie Connett, 31 
years old, described by his princi- 
pal as “competent, calm and one 
of our best teachers,” was near 
death today at Santa Clara Coun- 
ty Hospital. 

His wife, Wynona, 28, who was 
stabbed twice and chased from 
her Cupertino home, was recover- 
ing but still under sedatives. 

She had not been told that Coh- 
nett apparently had picked up the 
children by their heels and bashed 
them to death against the floor, 
furniture and walls. 

They were Carl, 3 months; Tere- 
sa, 24% years old, and Michael, 4. 
Sheriff’s Capt. James Cunning- 
ham said Connett, who had been 
estranged from his wife for sev- 
eral months, went to her home 
two days ago to visit the children 
for the holidays. 

Yesterday afternoon, Mrs. Con- 
nett suggested he spend his nights 
at his apartment at San Lorenzo, 
30 miles away. A violent argu- 
ment followed. 

Suddenly, Cunningham said, the 
teacher grabbed a khife and 
slashed Mrs. Connett. Not wound- 
ed seriously, she followed him in- 
to a large nursery-bedroom (the 
home’s one-time living room) 
where Michael was playing with 
Carl. 

“Don’t hurt the kids,” she 
called. Connett slashed at her 
again and she ran screaming to a 
neighbor’s house. 

When deputies arrived they 
found the two boys dead in the 
nursery. 

Connett had locked himself in a 
bathroom. When deputies broke 
in, -% lay in a pool of his own 
blood.

It extends 
its influence over almost every 
phase of life; it would bring un- 
der its administration the entire 
gamut of political, economic, so- 
cial and intellectual life from 
birth to death. 

“No wonder then if in this 
impersonal atmosphere, which 
tends to penetrate and pervade all 
human life, respect for the com- 
mon good becomes dormant in 
the conscience of individuals and 
the state loses more and more its 
primary character of a community 
of morally responsible citizens.” 


Red Persecution of Church. 


The Pope directed special at- 
tention to the struggle of the 
church behind the Iron Curtain 
‘““in vast regions where the weight 
of absolute power bends bodies 
and souls.” . 

In those lands, he said, the 
church is the first to suffer acute 
anguish. 

“Its sons are victims of a per- 
manent persecution, direct or in- 
direct, sometimes open and some- 
times subtle,” the Pope said. 

“Ancient Christian commun- 
ities, noted for the ardor of their 
faith and the glory of their saints,

Inadequate Housing Criticized. 


Speaking of the lack of work 
and housing for great numbers of 
people, the Pope said: 

“Sometimes a family finds it- 
self living in one room with five, 
seven or even 10 people. There 
are other families with a bit of 
work but no home, who live in 
huts and caves, which are not 
even sufficient to shelter animals. 


“The worst case is that of fam- 
ilies in black poverty where the 
father has no work and the 
mother sees her children lan- 
guish without being able to help 
them.

“To this must be added the 
weakening and the consequent 
physical inferiority of entire gen- 
erations and the lack of education 
in large groups of the population 
and evil conduct of so many poor 
girls, pushed toward the depth of 
the abyss, because they believe 
they can find only through this

“We had the best winning per- 
centage of any club in the Na- 
tional League the last half of the 
1952 season and our pitching 
should be the best in the league 
in 1953. Furthermore, our man- 
ager, Eddie Stanky, voted the best 
in the league, will have a year’s 
experience behind him.” 
Saigh then said that Stan Musi- 
al, Red Schoendienst, Enos Slaugh- 
ter and Del Rice, the “old pros” 
of the club, were at an age where 
they can have their better years. 
He added that Solly Hemus had 
had a “terrific year,” and should 
have an even better one to give 
the Cardinals the punch they will 
need to go with the dependable 
pitching they can expect. 

“We have added boys we know 
ean help us,” Saigh said.

The age-old urge to move to 
sunnier climes created a restless- 
ness in the younger birds not to 
be denied. All day huge flocks 
had arisen and wheeled into po- 
sition, and the leader, with an un- 
erring sense of direction, led 
them toward the Southland. From 
the provinces of Alberta and 
mY other flocks were also 
forming their squadrons to begin 
their journey. Their querulous 
gabble filled the air as they tried 
their wings for the long and haz- 
ardous flight. 

The old gray gander was mak- 
ing his seventh trip to the south. 
If he safely returned to the nest- 
ing ground in Saskatchewan, he 
would have made the journey 14 
times. The spring return to 
Canada was always far less haz- 
ardous than the fall journey, be- 
cause the Federal migratory bird 
laws, although a wary eye was 
necessary because of illegal hunt- 
ers along the migration route who 
were not averse to bagging a fat 
goose if the opportunity arose. 
Few geese had made so many 
journeys. “Vainly the fowler’s 
eye has marked thy flight” and 
no harm had come. 


Flaws in Camouflage. 
D OZENS of times during the 


journey the plaintive “Ah! 
honk, ah! honk, honk, honk, 


honk” had been heard and down. 


below there appeared to be a 
flock of - feeding geese. The 
younger geese in the V-formation 
would answer and set their wings 
to sail downward, but the wise 
old leader would warn of the 
danger in strident tones and the 
flight would flare upward and 
continue safely on its journey. He 
had seen decoys before and the 
shooting pit showed signs of 
freshly dug earth. A carelessly 
tossed: shot gun shell left outside 
the pit, after having been fired 
earlier in the’ morning, told the 
veteran of the airways that all 
was not well and that danger 
lurked in the field below.

(UP)—Southern California today 
lost the services of star defensive 
halfback Jim Psaltis for the Rose 
Bowl game with Wisconsin when 
the Pacific Coast Conference ruled 
him ineligible for intercollegiate 
competition.

Somé Dashed to Death on 
‘Rocks by Surf — 100 
Injured in Reaching 
Shore. 


BEIRUT, Dec. 24 (AP)—Leb- 
anon’s Director of Internal Se- 
curity said today that 27 persons 
were known to have died in the 
wreck of the French liner Cham- 
pollion and about 100 were in- 
injured in reaching shore. 

Levantine boatmen brought the 
last of the 328 passengers and 
crewmen through raging surf and 
jagged reefs yesterday, about 40 
hours after the liner was blown 
on a reef early Monday and split 
amidships some 500 yards off- 
shore. 

The estimate of the dead was 
only tentative, and it was feared 
the casualty toll would rise. Some 
passengers jumped overboard and 
although about 30 swam to shore, 
thousands of watchers on the 
beach saw a number of, persons 
battered to death on the rocks. 
A lifeboat also capsized during 
the rescue efforts yesterday, 
plunging more persons to death. 


Captain is Last Off. 


B@und from Marseille and Alex- 
andria to Beirut, the 12,546-ton 
Champollion carried a crew of 
220 and 108 passengers, many of 
the latter Christmas pilgrims to 
the Holy Land. 


Last person off the ship was 
Capt. Henri Bourde. He refused 
to say anything pending an offi- 
cial investigation. 

Two theories were offered to 
explain the wreck.

tenced to life imprisonment today 
for using Nazi concentration 
camp prisoners as human guinea 
pigs in anti-typhus and poison gas" 
experiments. 

Sentenced by a French military - 
court were Dr. Eugen Haagen and - 
Dr. Otto Bickenbach. : 


The judges also doomed to- 


death two other defendants and - 
aquitted another—all tried in. 
absentia. The three are presuma-. 
bly hiding in Germany. xs 
Haagen was accused of having - 
| used prisoners at the Nazis’ Strut- 
hof camp in the Vosges mountains 
‘for anti-typhus experiments. Bick- - 
enbach was accused of having - 
used prisoners for poison gas ex-- 
periments. 


The two sentenced to death in 
absentia were Prog. August Hirt, - 
named as promoter of the experi- 
ments, and Dr. Helmuth Ruhl, 
charged with carrying out some 
of the experiments. 

Dr. Ottd Bong, against whom 
Similar charges were made, was 
acquitted. 

The trial began Dec. 15. Demon- 
strations by the courtroom audi- 


/ence were so loud at one time 
| that part of the room was cleared, 
The prosecutor, in his conciud- 
|ing argument, urged the court to 
sentence all but Bong to death. 

Haagen’s attorney pleaded that 
the typhus epidemic of 1943 and 
‘Germany’s shortage of vaccine 
were partial justification for his 
client’s experiments. 

In final statements just before 
the court retired to reach its ver- 
dict, Haagen and Bickenbach in- 
voked their wartime medical du- 
ties as extenuating circumstances. 
‘Both claimed that while their ex- 
periments cost a few lives, they

Red Chinese Germ-War Report 
Is Based Entirely on Hearsay, 
_ Charges Still Sheer Propaganda 


Scientists Looking Into Allegations Against 
U. S. Failed to Investigate Pérsonally Any 
Incident — Evidence Would Be Rejected

LONDON, Dec, 24. 


HE Communist Chinese government’s 300,000-word report on 
germ warfare, copies of which have now reached London from 


fare allegations are sheer propaganda. 
The report is signed and indorsed by Dr. Joseph Needham, 


F.R.S., and five fellow scientists from Brazil, France, Italy, Sweden’ 


and the U.S.S.R. who, at the Chinese government’s invitation, spent 
several weeks in China and Korea last summer investigating the 
charges against the United States. _ 


The report is printed as a quarto- 
size volume of more than 660 
pages, with maps outlined in red 
to show the American planes’ al- 
leged germ-dropping excursions, 
pictures of insects found, crea- 
tures infected, and soyabean 
plants, peach trees, etc., said to 
have been poisoned by the Ameri- 
cans—the whole compiled with 
the minute atention to detail that 
the Communists give to all their 
propaganda. 

But the report shows that the 
scientists did not personally in- 
vestigate one incident of alleged 
germ-dropping, although’ there 
is a picture of them looking at 
a hole in the ground where a 
bomb was said to have fallen. 

Then depended entirely on 
second-hand reports by the Chi- 

nese, who, as the volume shows, 
could offer only the “evidence” 
of illiterate peasants. 

It is clear that the evidence 
produced in support of the alle- 
gations would not be accepted 
in any democratic court of law. 
It is based entirely on hearsay, 
and in some cases the scientists 
appear to have satisfied them- 

Ives by filling in gaps in the 
“chain of evidence” by produc- 
ing their own theories. 

For example, a Korean country 
girl picked up a package of clams 
done up in straw, after a plane 
had been heard overhead in the 
night; she and her husband ate 
them raw and died, it is said, of 
cholera. Other clams were found— 
choleric, of course—but the Chi- 
nese apparently could not explain 
how they had become contam- 
inated. 


Purification Plant Destroyed. 


The scientists, however, say that 
there is a reservoir near the spot 
where the first clams were found, 
the purification plant of which 
“had been accurately destroyed by 
American planes,” though the 
pumps were undamaged. 

“These facts,” the scientists 
write, “pointed unmistakably to a 
deliberate and carefully planned 
attempt to contaminate drinking- 
water reservoirs.” 

The scientists begin by accept- 
ing as indispensable to the whole 
inquiry the report drawn up dur- 
ing the Japanese invasion of China, 
and here reiterated, by a Dr. Chen 
Wen-kwei, on germ warfare by 
Japan. 

This report was very closely ex- 
amined in London at the time 
and rejected as worthless. 

Dr. Needham and his fellows, 
however, insist that the Amer- 
icans have carefully followed the 
methods and tactics of the Japan- 
ese. Twice Ishii Shiro, Japan’s 
leading bacteriologist, who was 
alleged to have directed the germ- 
dropping in the Japanese’ inva- 
sion, is said to have visited South 
Korea this year, no doubt to help 
the Americans, 

The scientists explain the dif- 
ficulty of finding the containers 
in which the germs were alleged 
to have been dropped by imply- 
ing that most of them were of 
Japanese invention and either 
burst into unidentifiable frag- 


+ 


ments on landing or were burned 
by spontaneous combustion. 

A good deal of space is given 
to discussing the insects analyzed 
by the Chinese—beetles, spiders 
and flies. The last were the com- 
monest (of a sort, the scientists 
say, “particularly common in 
America”). 

In one place in Korea, two 
Chinese lieutenants came upon a 
“very dense mass of fleas” which 
“darkened the ground and black- 
ened their trousers.” However, 
as the _ lieutenants promptly 
fetched petrol and burned up the 
fleas, the scientists were not able 
to see this remarkable incident 
themselves. 

No less careful were the vil- 
lagers of Kan-Nan district on the 
borders of northwest Manchuria 
and Inner Mongolia—rather away 
from South Korea, with nothing 
much to be gained by infecting it, 
one would think. 

On the night of last April 4, a 
plane was -heard overhead and 
next morning 717 allegedly in- 
fected voles (rat-like animals), 
were picked up and buried by the 
villagers. However, the scientists 
observe that there were 500 cats 
in Kan-Nan which feasted during 
the night, so “it is fair to guess 
that the actual number of voles 
was higher, maybe over a thou- 
sand.” 

Since all the cats were killed 
next day by the villagers, this 
cannot be substantiated. 

Only one vole was obtained for 
analysis; cultures were made 
from it, and injected into sheep 
and guinea pigs which died, al- 
legedly of plague. 

Home of Related Animal. 
The scientists assert that the 
voles could not have reached the 
Kan-Nan unless brought by 
American planes, but it is com- 
mon knowledge that this district 
is the home of the tarbagan, a 
small animal akin to the vole 
family. These animals were re- 
sponsible for the plague of 1911 
which caused countless deaths in 
Manchuria.

fare, they were sent out to drop 
germ-bombs, are given in full. 
American military records show 
that at the time when they say 
they were dropping germs the 
airmen were all being employed 
to bomb the enemy’s communica- 
tions, and that they were doing 
this when captured. 

One further record, perhaps 
least of all to the credit of the 
scientists. They examined a South 
Korean prisoner whom the Amer- 
icans had sent into the north to 
verify the reports reaching them 
of plague, cholera, tyhpus, etc., 
among the enemy (of which they 
would naturally want the truth). 
He stuck to it under examination 
that this was his only business 
and that he knew nothing of germ 
warfare. Yet Dr. Needham and his 
colleagues were “satisfied that 
the task of the agent had been 
to provide information about the 
effectiveness of bacteriological 
warfare.”

He 
added that this feeling ‘“‘will have 
a tremendous impact on what we 
do” about voting new foreign aid 
appropriations. 


Wiley for Cut in Aid. 


Wiley said he is in favor of re- 
ducing American economic aid 
“to the minimum” next year, but 
indicated that he is not ready to 
cut out military aid to NATO 
countries. 

The Wisconsin Republican, who 
conferred recently with Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower, also pre- 
dicted that Eisenhower will spell 
out his own views on foreign aid, 
and the NATO defense program 
generally, in a special message 
to Congress soon after his inau- 
guration. 

Other sources said Eisenhower 
strategists are reviewing the en- 
tire foreign aid picture from the 
viewpoint of whether European 
allies are pulling their weight in 
the joint effort. 

Wiley said one practical way 
the United States can help to 
ease Europe’s dollar shortage is 
by placing increased orders for 
defense goods with European 
manufacturers, thus easing the 
strain on United States industry 
and giving Europe valuable 
dollar orders at the same time.

Attitude On Steel Strike. 


Here it is worth recalling an 
episode of the campaign. Eisen- 
hower was at first strongly in- 
clined to make a major issue of 
the steel strike. In the abstract, 
it seemed to him disgraceful that 
the steel industry should be 
brought to a halt at a time of 
national crisis. 


Before committing himself on 
the issue, he asked to be briefed 
on what the strike was about. 
Certain of his labor advisers ex- 
plained it to him in human terms 
—what the pay increases and 
other benefits the steel workers 
wanted would mean to a steel 
worker’s family in a time of ris- 
ing prices. Eisenhower's reaction 
was, “Why, maybe they ought to 
have more than that.” The steel 
strike never became a major cam- 
paign issue. 

Those who have worked closely 
with him for months say most 
issues, like the steel strike, be- 
come real to Eisenhower only in 
terms of people. Because he is 
deeply interested in people, and 
hardly at all in political doctrine, 
it is impossible to classify the 
next President as a “conservative” 
or a “liberal.” 


Business Men as People. 


His appointments are heavily 
weighted with business men sim- 
ply because he admires these men 
as people. As to most military 
men, financial success in the 
fiercely. competitive business 
world seems to him as reliable a 
mark of ability as the four stars 
on a full general’s shoulder. 

And, as Eisenhower has repeat- 
edly said, he wants “the” best 
brains he can get” in his admin- 
istration; but those close to him 
say he has no intention whatso- 
ever of favoring big business at 
the expense of other segments of 
the community. 

On the contrary, there is much 
talk here in Eisenhower head- 
quarters about challenging the 
Democratic hold on the mass vot- 
ing groups which gave the Demo- 
crats victory for 20 years.

Believe It Will Make! 


Dewey, like Eisenhower, came 
to power in New York with heavy 
big business backing, but he has 
used a shrewd combination of 
patronage and mildly progressive 
legislation, like his model anti- 
discrimination law, to break the 
Democrats’ hold on New York 
State and make the Republican 
party the dominant party here.

The Durkin Appointment. 
Eisenhower’s appointment of 
the “one plumber,” Martin P. 
Durkin, is only the most con- 
spicuous outgrowth of this 
“Dewey formula.” Durkin’s ap- 
pointment is a clear promise to 
labor that punitive labor legisla- 
tion will not be sponsored by 
Eisenhower; and, it is argued, 
there is no reason on earth why 
the Republican party should not 
once again enjoy important labor 
support. 

Similarly, the Eisenhower men 
here predict that Eisenhower will 
show that he meant what he said 
when he promised to “extend” 
the New Deal social security leg- 
islation. This legislation has been 
one of the secrets of the Demo- 
cratic hold on the big city vote. 
Another secret has been the 
Democrats’ near-monopoly of the 
Negro and minority vote. 

The men around Eisenhower 
believe that this monopoly can 
also be broken, both by appoint- 
ments—the appointment of Ralph 
Bunche as Ambassador to India 
is being seriously considered— 
and by moderate and workable 
civil rights legislation. In short, 
Eisenhower unquestionably meant 
what he said about “not turning 
the clock back.” 

Yet there is many a slip twixt 
the cup and the lip, and here it 
should be noted that many newly 
powerful men, no doubt including 
some of Eisenhower's . million- 
aires, would dearly love to turn 
the clock back.

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TVA and the New Congress 

Gordon Clapp, chairman of the directors of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, estimates that 
facilities producing about 750,000 kilowatts of 
electric power will have to be added to TVA’s 
existing facilities in each of the next five years 
to meet the demands of its area. And this does 
not include the requirements of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. 

This estimate is regarded by Business Week 
as an indication of the ‘hold strategy” TVA has 
adopted for working under a Republican admin- 
istration. It reads an ultimatum in Mr. Clapp’s 
statement that “if you would hold a region to 
a lower standard of living, you can do it by 
placing a limit on its supply of electric power.” 
As Business Week sees it, he is challenging Con- 
gress to appropriate about one billion dollars 
for TVA over the next five years or to take the 
responsibility for checking the economic and 
industrial progress of the Tennessee Valley area. 

We doubt that Mr. Clapp has struck quite 
such a chip-on-shoulder attitude. True, the TVA 
had its troubles with the Republican Eightieth 
Congress which refused to authorize the New 
Johnsonville steam plant. And it may be that a 
new Republican Congress will take a similar at- 
titude. If so, we have a notion that the first sign 
of hostility will come from some of the friends 
of the power lobby on Capitol Hill rather than 
from Mr. Clapp. 

‘He can let TVA speak for itself—at least at 
the outset. Under him and his predecessors, 
notably David Lilienthal, the agency has made

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Another Try for Unit Control 


It has been clear for more than a decade 
that the St. Louis public school system has been 
the worse for having too many executives. In- 
stead of responsibility resting with one official, 
it has been dispersed among as many as five, 
each wholly independent of the others. It has 
been as inefficient and wasteful as if St. Louis 
had five mayors instead of one. 

The remedy obviously is to clear out the 
dead timber and make one official responsible 
for every phase of the system’s principal func- 
tion—instruction of the children. Unhappily this 
is easier said than done. Time after time bills 
to unify control in one official have been killed 
in the Missouri Legislature at the behest of 
those who stand to gain by things as they are. 

Two years ago, after much prodding from the 
public, the School Board itself eliminated one 
excess Official, and this was a distinct gain. 
But the others exist as creatures of the Legis- 
lature, and it will take action at Jefferson City 
to complete the job. The time is approaching 
to do just that. 

The School Board now has under submission 
a proposed bill that would eliminate the sys- 
tem’s Building Commissioner and transfer his 
functions to the Supexintendent of Instruction. 
That would give the Superintendent complete 
control over every phase of the system that is 
properly his. The Secretary-Treasurer would re- 
main as the board’s fiscal officer and the Audi- 
tor’s powers would be enlarged so that he could 
function as the board’s inspector. 

This is essentially the same proposal that was 
killed in the Legislature’s last session by two 
St. Louisans, Senator David A. Hess and Repre- 
sentative Joseph Beckerle, It is a forward-look- 
ing measure that can lead to greater economy 
and efficiency in the schools, and it ought to be 
indorsed by the School Board and offered again 
at Jefferson City.

Boycott of the WSB 


The continued refusal of business organiza- 
tions to co-operate in staffing the Wage Stabili- 
zation Board does not quite ring true. Michael 
V. DiSalle, who has taken the thankless job of 
economic stabilizer for the few weeks remaining 
in the Truman Administration and is trying to 
act as if he were going to be stabilizer for a 
long time, has properly appealed for reconsider- 
ation of the N.A.M. and U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce attitude. The first reply from the N.A.M. 
is not encouraging. 

Business will not co-operate in the WSB, says 
President Charles R. Sligh Jr. of the N.A.M., 
because President Truman’s overriding of the 
WSB in the coal case has destroyed any ef- 
fectiveness the board may have had. 

That the coal decision was a severe blow to 
wage and price stabilization goes without saying. 
That WSB members who felt they could not go 
along were justified in resigning also may be 
granted. Still it does not follow that the busi- 
ness organizations are justified in organizing a 
boycott of the board. 

Any members who joined the board now 
would do so on the clear understanding that 
they were not responsible for the coal decision 
of any of its consequences. They would be ad- 
ministering the stabilization program as they 
found it, strictly for the short-term purpose of 
insuring a smooth transition between admin- 
istrations.

We do not know why, but automobile drivers 
behave something like chickens in a rain.

10 of 60 representatives showed up. 

Just prior to the Friday snarl, the Board of 
Aldermen quietly passed an ordinance reducing 
the Express Highway speed limit from 45 to 
40 miles an hour, and quietly took other action 
which will result in installing 22 more stop 
signs around the city. 

That's how it goes: When traffic gets slow, 
slow it down, some mpre. When you have too 
many stops, add some more stops. When you 
are asked to meet with the traffic commissioner 
to do something about traffic congestion, pay 
no attention. 

How long is St. Louis going to put up with 
it? We wonder. And a merry Christmas to you.

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The Battle of the Mince Pie

Mince pie, as traditional this time of year as the Christmas tree, was 
not always an instrument of glad tidings; after the English Refor- 
mation it was involved in a political and religious dispute; the 
old quarrel forgotten now, Americans eat it in. good conscience. 


A Chapter From “The Christmas Book” by Francis X. Weiser, §. J., 
(Harcourt, Brace & Co.) 


Mince pie on the Christmas table is an 
ald English custom. When the Puritans in 
New England tried to supplant Christmas 
with Thanksgiving (and almost succeeded 
for a time), they also transferred the 
English Christmas dinner of “a bird” and 
mince pie to their new feast day. Thus the 
good Puritans, very much against their in- 
tentions, have provided us, by a, turn of 


‘events, with a second Christmas dinner 


each year (Thanksgiving and Christmas). 
The British had various kinds of “minc’d 
pie” long before it 
became a part of the 
Christmas meal. The 
Christmas pie was 
born when the Cru- 
saders, returning 
from the Holy Land, 
brought along ill 
sorts of Oriental 
spices. So, it fol- 
lowed that the Lord’s 
Nativity had to be 
celebrated with a pie 
containing the spices 
from His native land. 
What concoctions 
the mince pies were 
in those early days! 
A recipe for a Christmas pie, made in 
1394, mentions the following ingredients: 
a pheasant, a hare, a capon, two partridges, 
two pigeons and two rabbits; their meat 
separated from the bones, to be chopped 
into a fine hash; add the livers and hearts 
of all these animals, also two kidneys of 
sheep; add little meat balls of beef, with 
eggs; add pickled mushrooms, salt, pepper, 
vinegar and various spices, pour into it 
the broth in which the bones were cooked. 
— all into a crust of good pastry and 
ake. 


Dickens and a Plum Pudding 


Wonder indeed, that, according to an 
old English saying, “the devil dares not 
show himself in Cornwall at Christmas 
time lest he should be baked in a pie.” 

A Christmas mince pie of the seven- 
teenth century, according to Robert Her- 
rick, was filled with beef tongues, chopped 
chicken, eggs, raisins, orange and lemon 
peelings, sugar and various spices. In this 
recipe it is not difficult to recognize the 
basic pattern of modern mince pie. 

Another national Christmas dish in Eng- 
land was (and still is with variations) the 
— plum pudding. It was bound up in 
a cloth, boiled on Christmas morning, and 
served with great ceremony, often satu- 
rated with alcohol and set aflame while 
being borne into the dining room, as 
Dickens describes so vividly in his “Christ- 
mas Carol.” The name dates from the end 
of the seventeenth century. Before that 
time it was called “hackin” because its in- 
gredients were hacked or chopped before 
being mixed into the pie. 

Of historical interest is the fact that in 
England, before the Reformation, a pe- 
culiar Christmas custom had grown and 
rapidly spread through the country. In 
honor of the Savior’s humble birth, the 


mince pies were made in oblong form, 
representing the manger; and sometimes, 
in the slight depression on top of the pie 
was placed a little figure of the child 
Jesus. Thus the pie was served, as an ob- 
ject of devotion as well as part of: the 
feast. The ‘“‘baby” was removed and the 
“manger” was eaten with great glee by 
the children. 

After the Reformation, the Puritans 
started a great and vehement outcry 
against the mince pie. It was not the 
pie itself which aroused their wrath, but 
its form, and the figure of the child. How- 
ever, in their fervor they did not distin- 
guish the issues and directed their attack 
against the dish itself. The “battle of 
the mince pie’’ was on and raged for many 
years. 


When Christmas Was a Crime 


The Puritans were convinced that to eat 
mince pie at Christmas was an abomina- 
tion, idolatry, superstition and a popish 
observance. The Catholics and Anglicans 
immediately rose to the defense of the 
cherished dish. The more*the Puritans con- 
demned it, the more did the others make 
and eat it. The eating or non-eating of 
mince pie thus became a test of orthodoxy 
on either side. 

When the Puritans finally came to pow- 
er, mince pie, like Christmas itself, was 
forbidden. John Taylor ‘(an English poet) 
wrote somewhat cynically, in 1646, that 
among other things, the eating of a 
Christmas pie was enough to have a 
man arrested for COMES “high Par- 
liament treason.” 

It was not difficult to foresee which side 
would be victorious in the battle. Despite 
the threats and solemn prohibitions, the 
eating of the pies was continued through- 
out the country, With the downfall of he 
Puritan regime and the restoration of the 
monarchy in 1660, the old mince pie re- 
turned once more to the English home, 
openly and legally, as a feature of the 
Christmas celebration. 


Americans Enjoy Their Pie 


But, ironically enough, the Puritans also 
won their victory. For the Catholics and 
Anglicans, while campaigning for the very 
existence of the pie and winning the strug- 
gle, had gradually neglected its shape. By 
the end of the seventeenth century the 
pie was made in circular form; the figure 
of the child had disappeared, and, after 
the smoke of the battle cleared away, both 
parties felt contented with their respective 
victories: the Catholics and Anglicans re- 
joiced in having saved the pie, the Puri- 
tans in having changed its form. 

Thus the mince pie was brought to this 
country in its new circular shape. From 
New England it spread all over the United 
States and now among all our national 
groups is the featured dessert on Christ- 
mas day. The old quarrels have been for- 
gotten, and Americans of every denomina- 
tion eat their mince pie without qualms 
< conscience. in contentment and good

To the Rescue of Christmas 
From The Christian Century 


From all over the country reports are 
coming of community campaigns to “Put 
Christ Back into Christmas.” By all sorts 
of means—street parades, store window 
displays, community pageants and adver- 
tising—an effort is being made to remind 
holiday-makers that, at its heart, Christmas 
is a religious festival. 

The rapid spread of this movement re- 
flects a general recognition by the Ameri- 
can people that it is high time to try to 
rescue Christmas from the hucksters. 
Churches and church organizations are, as 
would be e , taking a leading part 
in this effort. For the most part, however, 
they are their laymen, 
which is as it should be. If Christmas is 
to be lifted out of the commercial setting 
which has all but overwhelmed it, Chris- 
tian laymen influential in business circles 


will have to do it. It is, of course, too 
much to expect that Christmas can be 
wholly extricated from its secular aspects. 
With about 30 per cent of retail trade 
concentrated in the Christmas season, mer- 
chants are bound to do what they can to 
see that they get their share. To them, a 
“good” istmas season may make the 
difference between a profitable and an un- 
profitable year. 

Nevertheless, the religious significance 
of Christmas can be brought back much 
closer to the center of the holiday picture 
than it has been. In some communities, it 
can be made the dominating element in 
that picture. We take satisfaction, there- 
fore, in every report of another “Put 
Christ Back into Christmas” campaign, and 
trust that next year there will not be a siz- 
able community without one, 


Between Book.Ends 


The Flame That Was Lewis 


FROM MAIN STREET TO STOCKHOLM: LETTERS OF 
SINCLAIR LEWIS, 1919-1930. Edited by Harrison 
Smith. (Harcourt, Brace & Co., 307 pqs., rt 
If the work of Sinclair Lewis could be 

represented in a graph, it would show an 
almost horizontal line for the first years 
of his career, then a sudden soaring ascent 
beginning with “Main Street” in 1922 and 
reaching a peak with “Arrowsmith” a few 
years later, and thereafter a long, un- 
checked glide back to where he had 
started. This magnificent middle period, 
which saw the production of “Babbitt,” as 
well as the two books mentioned, remains 
one of the brightest beacons in Ameri- 
can twentieth-century literature. 

This is the period covered in the let- 
ters reproduced in this book. Lewis was an 
undistinguished young novelist when he 
linked up with Alfred Harcourt, then 
about to establish the firm which subse- 
quently became Harcourt, Brace & Co. 
They grew together. Till then Lewis had 
written only a few mediocre novels like 
“Our Mr. Wrenn.” The future was be- 

fore him. 

The letters tell 
what happened next. 
It’s a good thing 
Lewis was so peripa- 
tetic, for otherwise 
these illuminating 
comments of his 
might never have 
been committed to 
paper. But he liked 
traveling, and wrote 
regularly to his pub- 
lisher from wherever 
he happened to be, 
Most. of the corre- 
spondence passed be- 
tween him and Har- 
court, but in 1922 Harrison Smith joined 
the firm as editor and played a leading 
part in the exchange thereafter. It ig Mr, 
Smith who now fittingly edits the whole 
correspondence for us. 

“Free Air,” which came out in 1919, 
had been treated by the reviewers as a | 
light adventure novel. Lewis was most — 
insistent that his new publisher tip off 
the critics that his next novel, on which 
he was then working, would be a more 
serious work deserving of fuller recogni- 
tion. That novel was “Main Street,” of 
which Lewis wrote, “I'll never do a novel 
more carefully planned and thought out 
than ‘Main Street,’ and I hope to see it go 
for years.” 

As a matter of fact, Lewis, unlike some 
authors, kept a careful watch over every 
stage in the production of his books. He 
offered suggestions on how to promote 
and advertise them, how to get them re- 
viewed, supervised details of jacket de- 
sign and binding, and so forth. 

“Main Street” made Lewis, and he 
plunged at once into another novel in a 
furious burst of activity. Reading his let- 
ters you can almost see that book grow. “I 
think I shall use for the next novel's title 
a man’s name standing alone, but not @ 
queer-sounding name.” Later he asked, 
“What do you think of Burgess—Babbitt— 
Hornby—or some name of that type, nor- 
mal yet not too common?” 

From England he wrote on July 12, 1921, 
“He’s started—Babbitt—and I think he's 
going to be a corker.” He was indeed. But 
Lewis couldn't rest: he was in the throes 
of a true creative fever. In 1923 he got the 
idea for “Arrowsmith,” and here again the 
reader can watch the book being shaped, 
including its title. By this time Harrison 
Smith was handling “Red” for the firm, 
and it was he who reported happily to the 
author that “Arrowsmith” had “gone over 
with a bang.” 

With fame came problems. Lewis re- 
jected the Pulitzer Prize in "1926 but ac- 
cepted the Nobel Prize in 1930. By now he 
had become dissatisfied, demanding, even 
querulous. His last letter to Harcourt, clos- 
ing his association with the firm, was a 
far cry from the old co-operative Lewis. 

The flame which had burned so brightly 
had begun to fade, though no one, leas‘ 
of all Lewis, knew it then.

$2,168,000 0001N YEAR 


Federal Government’s Share 
Increases About 1 Per Cent 
Over Fiscal Period. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
The Federal Security Agency an- 
nounced today that state-federal 
public assistance payments cost 
$2,168,000,006 during the year | 
ended last June 30. 

The Federal Government’s 
share of the cost of aid to the 
needy aged, blind, disabled and 
dependent children was 52.3, per 
cent of the total, an increase of 
about 1 per cent over the 1950-51 
figure. State Governments paid 
40.5 per cent of the costs and lo- 
cal governments 7.2 per cent. 

Payments to beneficiaries under 
all four programs are made by 
the respective states, with the aid 
of grants from the United States 
treasury. 

Old-age assistance costs totalled 
$1,487,605,000 up about $15,000,- 
000 over 1950-51. The aid to de- 
pendent children program cost 
— a drop of $20,000,- 


The comparatively new pro- 
gram of aid to the permanently 
and totally disabled, authorized 
in 1950, cost $75,000,000 for 1951- 
52, compared with about $33,000,-

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Some Notes on Truffles 


By Hoyt Alden 

HAT, a reader wants to 

know, is a truffle? That’s 

a good question. There is a 
very good chance that the average 
man will go all his life without 
ever encountering a truffle face 
to face, but that is no reason why 
he shouldn’t have «knowledge of 
the more select things of life— 
and there is always the chance 
— truffles will come into his 
ife, 

The gourmet has always thought 
so highly of the truffle that it 
has been named “the ‘black dia- 
mond of the cuisine.” It is a 
European tuber, found mainly in 
France and Italy. It is oblong, 
with a warty, black surface, and 
it might be compared to a sort 
of mushroom which grows under 
the ground. 

Fresh truffles taste better than 
they look. They resemble a large 
black walnut powdered with cocoa. 
Sometimes they are as big as ap- 
ples, and coal black. Their flavor 
and aroma are unforgettable and 
peculiarly penetrating. A small 
amount will flavor a dish. It is 
no joke that pigs are the bird 
dogs of the truffle. The tubers 
grow just a small distance un- 
der the ground. Young pigs can 
sniff them out from the surface, 
which is more than a man can 
do, The pigs lead the truffle 
hunter from one spot another, 
snuffling and digging. When the 
pig finds a truffle and starts to 
dig, it is pulled away while its 
master digs up the truffle. 

Many have tried, but no one 
has been able to make truffles 
grow on this side of the ocean. 
However, they are fairly plenti- 
ful in cans, and the flavor of a 
canned truffle will compare as 
well as the flavor of any canned 
article can _— begs orginal. 


* 

OW if you want to try some- 
thing with truffles, it might be 
a good idea to start with some- 
thing fairly simple. A good thing 
would be an omelette aux truffes, 
which is merely French for the 
same thing. This will permit you 
to savor the flavor of the truffle. 
Break four eggs into a bewl. 
Add salt and pepper and beat it 
with a fork for 30 seconds. Add 
one sliced truffle and a table- 
spoon of Maderia. Heat it in an 
omelet pan until the butter sizzles 
but doesn’t brown. Use one table- 
spoon of butter. When it is 
melted, pour in the eggs and 
shake the pan until the eggs are 
cooked but creamy on top. Fold 
it and put it on a platter and top 

it with more slices of truffles.

OW if you feel ambitious and 
want to try something really 
soigne with truffles, then 

tackle this truffled rabbit pate: 
Bone a rabbit and two pounds 
of pork neck and marinate the 
meat in a good half bottle of dry 
white Alsatian wine for 48 hours. 
Soak four of five chicken livers 
in a small amount of rum for the 
same length of time. Save some 
of the better pieces of rabbit to 
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YOUNG PIGS SNIFF THEM OUT FROM THE SURFACE, WHICH IS MORE 
THAN A MAN CAN DO, 


slice into filets which, along with 
bacon, the chicken livers, truffles, 
will dress up the heart of the 
pate. 

Put the rest of the rabbit and 
pork through a meat grinder. 
Season it with salt, pepper and 
several pinches of clove, nutmeg, 
ginger and cinnamon. Add a jig- 
ger of cognac and mix well: Put 
a layer in the bottom of a deep, 
earthen pate dish. Lay thereon 
the chicken livers, some diced 
truffle, a half pound of lean bacon 
slices and the rabbit filets. 

Cover with the rest of the 
ground mixture, press it gently 
and smooth it over with care. Put 
a bay leaf and a sprig of thyme 
on top, sprinkle with a few drops 
of cognac, cover, place in a pan of 
warm water and cook it in a 300 
degree oven for two hours. Serve 
it very cold.

HERE are simpler things to 

do with rabbit, and quite de- 

licious. One of them comes 
under the heading of stewed rab- 
bit with white wine. 

Cut a four- to five-pounder in- 
to serving pieces and brown the 
pieces in several tablespoons of 
good lard or bacon fat. Blend in 
three tablespoons of flour and stir 
in two cups of stock and two cups 
of good white wine. 

Now add salt and pepper to 
taste, a chopped clove of garlic, 
and a bouquet garni, which, as 
every conscientious reader of this 


column knows, is thyme, parsley 
and bayleaf, and, finally, two gen- 
erous tablespoons of tomato paste. 

Cover the pot and let it sim- 
mer for an hour and a half, or 
until the rabbit is tender. Trans- 
fer the meat to a heated serving 
dish. Strain the sauce and add 
two tablespoons of heavy cream. 
Pour the sauce over the rabbit 
and serve it hot and you'll never 
mourn for truffles.

to have around. Domestic rabbit 
is becoming increasingly popular, 
and in my opinion there aren't 
many things better than wild 
rabbit. 

Get a couple of two-and-a-half 
to three-pound rabbits and cut 
them up. Dredge them with flour 
seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Heat six tablespoons of bacon 
drippings in a large, heavy skil- 
let. Brown the rabbit nicely on 
all sides. Add a fourth cup of 
minced onion, one teaspoon of 
paprika and a half cup of hot wa- 
ter. Cover it and simmer gently 
for an hour to an hour and a half. 
Or until the rabbit is tender. 

Remove the meat to a heated

Cranberries 
Are ‘Must’ 
With Turkey

RANBERRY sauce or cran- 

berry jelly is a “must” with 

turkey. The cranberry season 
begins early in the fall, and, 
while the majority still comes 
from New England, there are 
productive bogs in New Jer- 
sey, Wisconsin and Oregon. This 
is one frhit that can not be pro- 
duced successfully except in its 
own native environment. 

Wooden scoops harvest the 
berries and during the cleafling 
process, they are tested for 
“bounce.” The firm berries roll 
off into a bin. The exclusion of 
soft berries insures the keeping 
quality of the fruit on its way to 
the table. 

According to your family tradi- 
tions, you will like a molded 
sauce or jelly or, as one of my 
friends describes it “a loose” 
sauce. If you prefer clear jelly, 
you can buy it canned unless you 
want to make it yourself. 


Ten-Minute Cranberry Sauce. 

Two cups sugar, two cups water, 
four cups cranberries. 

Boil sugar and water together 
5 minutes. Add cranberries and 
boil without stirring until all the 
skins pop open, about 5 minutes. 
Remove from heat and allow 
sauce to remain in saucepan until 
cool. Yield: 1 quart sauce. 

Molded Cranberry Sauce. 

Four cups firm cranberries, one 
cup water, two cups sugar. 

Wash cranberries, removing bits 
of stems and wilted fruit. Add 
water and cook just until skins 
burst. Remove from heat, add 
sugar, and stir until sugar is 
thoroughly dissolved. Pour into 
l-quart mold and chill. Yield: 1 
quart mold. 


Tasty Tricks 


Top-of-the-Stove Meat Pie: 
Combine one-half cups biscuit 
mix and half cup milk and pat 
dough into a very well greased 
10-inch frying pan. Cover dough 
with thin slices of luncheon meat, 
use one can, and half pound ched- 
dar cheese. Pour half cup chili 
sauce or catsup over the top. Cov- 
er frying pan and cook over low 
heat 25 minutes. Cut in wedges 
to serve six,

all United States daily papers, I 

urged that hosts and hostesses 
at parties during the holiday sea- 
son make the nightcap drink— 
“the one for the road”—strong 
coffee, The idea was that if guests 
drank coffee before departing in- 
stead of another round of stronger 
stuff, more of them would. get 
home safely. 


The idea was picked up nation- 
ally with interesting results where 
the suggestion was generally ac- 
cepted. Although the national 
holiday death toll remained high 
(905 dead during the two 4-day 
celebrations, according to the Na- 
tional Safety Council), there was 
improvement in several areas. 

Mayor John B. Hynes of Bos- 
ton, after reading about “one for 
the road,” made a special appeal 
last year. Newspapers all over 
New England carried the sugges- 
tion. In Boston, Holyoke, Spring- 
field and Providence, one result 
was that hotels and restaurants 
began to advertise a stirrup cup 
of coffee “on the house” for 
guests attending their holiday 
parties, 


Is an article sent last year to 
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MOST IMPORTANT is this sta- 
tistic: there were only four traffic 
deaths in all New England on 
New Year’s eve and day as com- 
pared with 13 the year before. 
Mayor Hynes credits this im- 
provement to the “one for the 
road” campaign. He will repeat 
his proclamation again this year 
asking the co-operation of hosts 
and motorists. 

Other areas also reported a de- 
cline in auto fatalities. 

So, hostesses at private parties, 
waiters, stewards, and bartenders, 
you can again save lives this holi- 
day season. Very often you have 
the very last chance. 

How? What can you do? A 
simple thing requiring only a lit- 
tle tact. When your party is 
about over, serve your customers 
or guests a cup or two of strong 
coffee. For those who cannot be 
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alerted by the strongest coffee, 
call a taxi. 

This simple precaution can re- 
duce the maiming and killing re- 
sulting from car accidents during 
the holidays, When you think it 
over, you realize that drinking is 
the greatest single cause of car 
accidents. But people are caught 
up in a jovial holiday party spirit. 
They throw mature discretion to 
the winds, and drink themselves 
right into a highway or inter- 
sectional grave.

BECAUSE PEOPLE FORGET 
this hard and nasty fact about 
drinking and driving (and it is 
nasty when you see bleeding crash 
victims in the wreckage), you 
hostesses at home and at work, 
waiters, and bartenders have to 
help. 

When you permit a drunk to 
walk through your door to his 
car you become an accessory to 
manslaughter—his own, and, very 
likely, that of innocent and, per- 
haps, entirely sober crash victims. 

You can do something about 
it. Best of all, you can stop serv- 
ing the driver, before he gets 
drunk. If you can’t do that, you 
can still help save life and limb 
by serving him a parting coffee 
Or calling a taxi for him. 

The chances of your guests 
reaching home safely are consid- 
erably cut down if their faculties 
are not up to par. 

Everyone knows the alerting ef- 
fect of coffee. Strong black coffee 
makes a better drink “for the 
road” than anything else. 

How about seeing what you 
can do for your friends and 
guests this season? After all, the 
gift of life is the greatest of 
them all.
